memory that kcowledgo acquired foe pur- 
poses of special future uso nji\y he rcmam- 
hercil clearly aoil \vell up to iho tiino when 
it is used; but when it is no longer required 
Itrppidly fades away. ilr. Verilou supposes 
the existence of "versatile euergy," whic-h 
is locked up in Iho memory, b-.it which, 
after it is used lo get up facts of one kind, 
may bo employed to acquire facts of another 
kind, provided Ihe former become reduced 
to tho level of the general Etock of the in- 
dividual's knowledge. An actor, for exam- 
ple, learns n part, play it, forgets it, and 
thus liberates versatile energy, which cnft- 
b!e3 him to acquire another, and so on; but 
on the olher hand, if the same person really 
assimilates knowledge eo that it requires EO 
attention to keep it from rapid decay (as in 
learning to read and write), there is little 
chanco of forgctfnlness liberating energy of 
use for (urlLer acquisition. Tho deduction 
from tliia, evidently, is that a person may 
exhaust his stock of versatile energy upon a 
few things, and eventually becomo incapable 
of learning olhers. Probably this accounts 
for Iho difficulty which every person lute in 
life encounters 
in Requiring knowledge 


which chiliuou easily learo. A good memory 
is, therefore, not an unmixed blessing, but, 
03 Iho contrary, forge (fulness is often lo bo 
desired. 
Ono may Rlecp his mind in tho 


waters of Lcthc, according to ono author, 
by fixing his mind oa that part of any cr- 
porieneo which has tho least permanent 
interest. Tha temporary ia thus remembered 
at tho cxpenso of tho more parmanont, ftnrt 
thereafter tho latter U forgotten, whito tho 
temporary drops out from its OWD inherent 
want of interest.—[Scientific American.
